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CARE OF THE INSANE. 


In an article on the care of the in- 
sane the GazETTE yesterday quoted 
from the New York Tribune a para- 
yraph recommending the cottage plan 
of treatment. The New York Sun 
also endorses that system, as follows: 


„The principle of treating lunatics 
long since in vogue at Gheel, io Bel- 
gium, bas been extensively copied in 
Scotland. They are boarded out 
among sane people in the village, 
treated with great gentleness,and sub- 
jected to as little restraint as possible. 
The plan should be tried here. Had 
it been in practice at St. Peters,Minn., 
the unfortunate victims of the fire 
would not have been locked up and, 
consequently, burned.” 

The GazeTreE would like to see this 
question discussed in the Nevada pa 
pers. Itisalive matter fur legisla- 
tion this winter. Ifthe Stateis to 
take care of her own insane let ber 
provide the best kind of institution 
for the purpose. 

In reference to the proposition to 
coavert Bower's Mansion into an in- 
sane asylum, the Silver State says: 

“We learn that a proposition will be 
submittedj by a first-ciass physician, 
who will give ample bonds for the 
faithful performance of the same, to 
care for the insane at home. That 
13 is to secure the Bower's 

ansion in Washoe Valley, put it in 
a suitable condition, and take the in- 
save at the Same price now paid Drs. 
Clark and Laùgdon of Stockton, for 
four years, or until the State shall 
erect an asylum or make other pro- 
visions for their cure. This proposi- 
tion seems fair and reasonable. There 
is a sufficient supply of hot and cold 
water at Bower’s Mansion for the use 
of the Asylum. The location is healthy 
and picturesque, and easy of access. 
The soil is rich, and for convenience 
the locality cannot be surpassed in 
the State. The patients will be under 
the eye of the Commissioner of the 
Insane, if such exist, and if not, such 
Commissioners should be appointed. 
The friends of the patients can visit 
the institution at any time at less ex- 
pense than if they are kept at Stock- 
ton, and with little loss of time. Other 
propositions better then these indi- 
cated may be made, and if so, the 
Silver State will heartily endorse 
them. Weare not wedded to any par- 
ticular proposition, but prefer -he 
Bowers’ Mansion scheme to thie pres- 
ent centract with Drs. Langdon & 
Olark, and consider it more desirable 
than the erection of a $250,000 asy- 
lum, which would cost at least twice 
that amount before it was completed.”
